And yer, if 
the flagrant guilt of Cuftomary Swearing be nor 
Here Forbidden, it is no where Forbidden tn the 
Mofaick Inftinition. | 

3. We cannot think, that God woud inflict Pab- 
lick Punifhment on the tor rhe Commiffion of 
a Sin,of which he had been Regardlelsinthe laws, 
he gave them. Bur that he actually Chaftiz'd his 
~ Peculiar People for this current Violation of his 
Sacred and Tremendous Name, we learn from the 
Authority of no lefs a Perfon thana Prophet. The 
Land Mou: neth becaufe of Swearing. 

4. The Heathen Moralifts by the common Not- 
cesof Reafon, by the Guidance of no other Light 
than that of Nature, cou’d difcover the Enormicy 
of this Abominable, tho’ Common Sin.) And can 
we then fuppofe, that fo a Prohibition 
Mhoud be Neglected in that Excellent Occonomy, 
which gave the Ifraelitcs thar mighty Preference, 
thar grear Pre-eminence mention’d by the Pfalinift ; 
Te bath noe Dealt fo witr any Nation, neither have 
tie Heathen Knowledg of his Laws. | 

5» Were Perjury only Exprefly Prohibired in the 
Precepr, yer common swearing woud be likewtle 

rtually and Forbidden. And this 
will appear upon a twortold account. 

A Commandinent, thar Forbids any Particu- 
af Sin, naturally includes all the Leffler Degrees of 


the fame Species of Guilt. If therefore Perjury be 
fo Exceeding Sinful, becavfe fo great a Profanati- 
on of the Name of God, it follows, thar all man- 
ner of Profanation of his Name is Proportionably 


Sinful. For the Grearer Profanation is no more 


than the Multiplication of the Leffler, and yet the 
Miuluplication of a Cypher produces nothing bur a 


Cypher.» |

do then become Sinful, when they Neceffarily tend 
to the Commifiton of Sin. And thefore very Ex- 
cellent that Petition, Lead us mot into Temptation, 
But it is acknowledgd by Hierocles, tho’ an Hea- 
then, that Cuftomary Swearing is the Parent of Per- 
jury. And He indeed mutt be fomething more 
than Man, who can allow himfelf ina Free Indul- 
gence tothe one, and yer be ab'e to Avoid the o- 
ther.

on the Siege, and the Garrifon of the Cittadel, till the 
sth of September next, thou'd alto extend to the Ar- 
mies, to make way for the letting again on foota Nego- 
ciation for a General Peace 5 but that thefaid Propotal 
having been rejected, the two Artacks againfl that For- 
tre(s weie carried on with the utmott Vigor, and the 
Miners were bufy in eighteen places in difcovering the 
Enemy's Mines tor the fecurity of the Approaches; and 
that by reaton many of the Miners have been killed or 
wounded, a fupply of Miners have been tent for from 
the Army of Obfervation out of the Regiment of Del- 
fupexche ; that on Saturday laft a {trong Detachment ot 
Grenadiers attack’d 3 of the Enemtes Battalions, en- 
trench’d at the Abby of Marchiennes, but cou’d not 
force them thence.
